INTEWVIIW WITH OOM PCORa 

ThoUtte KiHiiorur of llriazll Talk* OS MM 
Bveent B«volallon. 

New York, Feb. 28.— The Brazilian 
consul general. Dr. Mendonoa. has re- 
ceived a copy of an interview between 

Dr. Morel, editor of I a Nacion, of 
Buenos Ay res, and Duiii I'edro, late em- 
peror of Lrazil. Dr. Morel remarketl to 
the emperor that the Rio De La Plata 
would deplore his abdication, because he 
w.ns tbe balance of power in that pari of 
the continent. 1 loin l'i»< I ro replied that 
this need not b<' so, lK'ca.iise the fa< t that 
Bocayuva was minister of foreign af- 
fairs, was itself a guarantee of an inter- 
national peace. He spoke highly of 
Bocayuva. and further remarked that 
the provisional government had too 
much to do at home in consolidatitig the 
republic to occupy themselves with af- 
fairs abroad. 

"They ha\ " comtnittcd an act of in- 
justice ai^ainst me." the e.\-eiii(teror 
added, •'ibit it is done and rem.ains." 
lie ar^^ued with I ir. .Morel tli.tt the n3- 
pnblican- ha I a very dililcult task be- 
fore tlieiii. aii<l said : "They have been 
olili^;ed t i sen I ^ma" iiiiliiar\' men fr<»in 
Rio io tlie uortlu rM pros iii es (o or.i:;anlzo 
their admiuistrati'in. I in re were no 
civilians to entrust with tbis ta.sk.'" 

Dr. Morel asktHi: 'Then how will they 
be able to consolidate the republican sys- 
tem:" 

"Because tbe Braaalians are patriots," 
responded Dom Pedro, "and I believe 
they wUl exert themselves for the good 
of the country. I shall serr.^ them in 
Europe as long as I live in banishment 
the same as if I oooupied the thtx>ne. 
This shall always be my wav of think- 
ings and this is my irrevocahfe re.solve." 

Dr. Morel ex[)re8aed bis sense of Dom 
Pedro's 8<df-abuef^ation and asked: 
' But if tbe p«H>ple tire«l of trials and 
atrife should l>e<!<jme retictionary and 
spontaneously call you to )>e their ruler, 

■wouUI your majesty return/' 

To this Do n l'e<iro replied: "1 do not 
know. I can a.ssure you that 1 am now 
Vk» always rea<ly to subject myself to tlie 
will of Brazilian people. At the same 
time I will n(»t be the one to procure, di- 
rectly or indirectly, intestine divisions 
and strite. ' 

Dr. Morel then said: "Then vou do not 
think there was cause for the ab<lication'r" 

Dom Pedro answered: "There is no 
reason why I should. Ihe fai ti are con- 
summated; the facts have force for the 
present." 

"It fai said that yon win issue a mani- 
festo, and it la anxioualy looke<l for," 
said Dr. MoreL 

"I shall not do so, at least not for the 
present. I am a man of actions, not of 
worda." 

"Does your ma;esty Ix-lieve that Bra- 
zil will miint.iin tbe union un.ler the 
new order of thing's.'" 

"1 do. 'I he nation, the fatlierian 1, is 
above all,"' was the reply. 

"I look ufKiu tne Brazilian peonle as 
prepan-d for the repubUc," said Dr.

The do tor said he was too ill to go 
out, but M-ouli Hx him some powders. 
He did BO and opened the door a few 

inches to hand them out, when the man 
burst into the hall, drew his ie\olvor, 
and placing il against the docti i s bead, 
said, "ill kill you," at the same time 
piUling the trigger, but it failed to go 
olT, aud the doctor immediately grabbed 
the man. After a desperate struggle 
the doctor succeedi l in taking the re- 
volver away fioiu the assassin, where- 
upon he ran out. 

The family, with the doctor, then 
went up stairs, and directly the man 
came back and smashed in several win- 
dows witli liouldurs. Tlie doctor's 
daughter ran to the telephone and called 
up police headquarters. A patrol wagon 
was sent to the residence and a guard 
placed at the bouse. It is thought to be 
a bold attempt at iissassiiuitioii, or to 
murder the doctor for money. The ol>- 
ject was to get the doctor out on an 
errand of mercy, Uke Dr. Cronin's case, 
when this unknown man, with other 
confederates near and in hiding, would 
pounce on and kill bim. The d(x-tor was 
the attei Jill;; [ihysician of tlie lute Miss 
Hallis, wno^.e mysterious death has cre- 
ated such a f luor in Cincinnati, to whicb 
city her remains were taken, and this 
attempted asvisinatioii maybeoooneoted 
witii tiiat uuliappy a'fair.
